This new monthly bulletin is virtually a doctor's G-2—a 
>pedal intelligence service that provides him promptly A’ith 
uitherto unknow nstatistieal information about the enemy, 
disease. By referring to * Patterns”, which presents its infor­ 
mation in chart and pietograph form, a busy doctor can grasp 
this information at a glance, and be alerted to major disease 
trends in his state, his city, his area. 


The first issue, for instance, was largely devoted to a 
study of “Your Older Patients”. It 
sented graphciallv the 
facts of longer life, the changes in life expectancy since 1000, 
analysis of the diseases most likely to attack oldsters, the 
increase in chronic diseases as age increases, increase of dis­ 
ability with age, medical costs for the aged, who takes care 
of them and where they live. There are some surprises, in­ 
cidentally. in the map that shows a higher concentration of 
older people in the midwest than iit California! 


In the current issue, the major discussion, handled in sim­ 
ilar graphic style, is a report on cardiovascular diseases, 
which “claim more lives than all other diseases combined” 
But every issue presents “disease patterns of the month”, a 
factual survey that forewarns the doctor of any advance of 
the communicable diseases — infantile paralysis, diptheria, 
whooping cough, scarlet fever, measles—on his community. 
He is thus on the alert for signs of a developing epidemic 
and prepared for both preventive and curative treatment. 


To give credit where credit is due, we should mention that 
“P atterns” is edited and published by a pharmaceutical man­ 
ufacturer, as a free service. In rendering such a distinctive 
and valuable service to the profession, they are likewise serv­ 
ing their fellow men most impressively. We may never be 
able to pinpoint an epidemic that didn’t happen, just.as we 
could never place a price-tag on it—or know how many lives 
a doctor has saved. But to those earnestly devoted to raising 
our health standards, we doff our hats in gratitude.

This he said over and over again 
especially at the four sessions in 
which his special labor m essage 
was discussed under his personal 
leadership. 
At 
the final 
closed 
door parley in the White House 
last Tuesday m orning, the P resi­ 
dent w as satisfied that this view ­ 
point was accurately reflected in 
the m essa g e’s final draft. 


Repeatedly, 111 these confidential 
parleys, P r e s i d e n t Eisenhow- 
er said he w as aghast at the rev­ 
elations of Sen 
John M cClellan’s 
corruption 
- digging 
probe. 
The 
President said that any law which 
did not w ipe out ali abuses ripped 
open by the Senate investigators 
w as useless. He believes that the 
abuses pivot upon the m obs’ still 
legal 
right 
to 
use 
"blackm ail 
picketing.” This is a phrase which 
he has used quite bitterly in his 
analyses 
of 
criminal- infiltration 
into unions. 


Specifically

Sen. John Kennedy and the hard­ 
est hitting of all, the com ing pro­ 
posals of racket-busting com m it­ 
tee chairm an M cClellan. 
But strangely enough Sen. M c­ 
C lellan’s bill, when presented la­ 
ter this year after the com m ittee’s 
blistering second annual report in 
M arch, 
will be no tougher than 
the British and A ustralian law s. 
And those exist 
in 
lands where 
the unions are the m anpower and 
the m oney banks of influential la ­ 
bor parti s. Both in Australia and 
England, these labor parties have 
run the govenm ent in the not too 
distant past. 
In both lands the unions are re­ 
quired to register with a central 
governm ent office if they wTant to 
enjoy special labor privileges. In 
England, the unions register with 
som ething known as the R egistry 
of Friendly Societies.

NEW ORLEANS — This city is 
fam ous 
for 
its oil, 
its 
beautiful 
creole w om en, its bizarre French 
quarter, its Mardi Gras, and for 
the M ississippi 
"Mother of 
W a­ 
ters" which pours 406,252.000 tons 
of M idw est silt into the Gulf of 
M exico 
every 
year 
L ess 
fam ous 
is a 
resident of 
N ew O rleans who has affected the 
lives of m illions. He is Dr. Alton 
O chsner of Tulane U niversity, who 
about 20 years ago began pound­ 
ing aw ay at the theory that cig­ 
arette sm oking caused lung can­ 
cer. 


Nobody paid much attention to 
him at the tim e. Even m ost of 
his .m edical associates doubted his 
research. But Ochsner kept pound­ 
ing, kept reading papers to m edi­ 
cal m eetings showing w hat hap­ 
pened to rats when subjected to 
cigarette sm oke. 
Today, as a result of O chsner’s 
crusade, the U. S. Public Health 
Service 
has 
officially 
w a r n e d 
A m erican sm okers that cigarettes 
are conducive of lung cancer. The 
British M edical Society, the A m er­ 
ican 
Cancer 
Society 
and 
others 
have also gone on record regard­ 
ing cancer and cigarettes. 


"I am so proud of the A m eri­ 
can Cancer S ociety,” Dr. Ochsner 
said when I talked to him in the 
Boston 
Club 
in 
New 
Orleans. 
“ One year ago it passed a resolu­ 
tion that it was its duty to call 
attention to the effect of cigarettes 
not only on t h e lungs but t h e 
heart. The A m erican H eart Soci­ 
ety proceeded to criticize us for 
invading 
its 
territory. 
But 
the 
Cancer Society stuck to its guns. 


"It's 
the 
tobacco 
tars 
w hich 
cause cancer of the lung and it's 
the nicotine which affects the ar­ 
teries,” 
Dr. 
Ochsner 
explained. 
"Tobacco 
can 
be 
grown 
today 
without nicotine, but the cigarette 
com panies won't use it, because 
it's the nicotine which gives t h e 
cigarette sm oker a lift." 
Dr. O chsner, though long a resi­ 
dent of N ew Orleans, w as born 
in South Dakota. He is w atching 
a bill introduced in the South D a­ 
kota L egislature by Don Stransky, 
which would require a skull and 


crossbones to be stam ped on ev­ 
ery package of cigarettes sold in 
that state.

Huey Long, the late "K ingfish,” 
has been dead m ore than 20 years 
but his ghost still hang.s over the 
bayous of Louisiana. His brother 
still sits as governor in the E xecu­

NEW ORLEANS - This city is 
famous for its oil, its beautiful 
creole women, its bizarre French 
quarter, its Mardi G ras, and for 
the Mississippi “Mother of W a­ 
ters” which pours 406.252.000 tons 
of Midwest silt into the Gulf of 
Mexico every year 
Less famous is a resident of 
New Orleans who has affected the 
lives of millions. JHe is Dr. Alton 
Ochsner of Tulane University, who 
about 20 years ago bogan pound­ 
ing away at the theory that cig­ 
arette smoking caused lung can­ 
cer. 
Nobody paid much attention to 
him at the tim e. Even most of 
his (medical associates doubted his 
research. But Ochsner kept pound­ 
ing, kept reading papers to m edi­ 
cal meetings showing what hap­ 
pened to rats when subjected to 
cigarette smoke. 
Today, as a result of Ochsncr’s 
crusade, the U. S. Public Health 
Service has officially w a r n e d 
American smokers that cigarettes 
are conducive of lung cancer, The 
British Medical Society, the Amer­ 
ican Cancer Society and others 
have also gone on record regard­ 
ing cancer and cigarettes. 
“ I am *o proud of the Ameri­ 
can Cancer Society,” Dr. Ochsner 
said when I talked to him in the 
Boston 
Club 
in 
New 
Orleans. 
“ One year ago it passed a resolu­ 
tion that it was its duty to call 
attention to the effect of cigarettes 
not only on t h e lungs but t h e 
heart. The American H eart Soci­ 
ety proceeded to criticize us for 
invading its 
territory. 
But 
the 
Cancer Society stuck to its guns. 
“It's 
the 
tobacco 
tars 
which 
cause cancer of the lung and ifs 
the nicotine which affects the a r­ 
teries,” 
Dr. 
Ochsner 
explained. 
“ Tobacco 
can 
be 
grown 
today 
without nicotine, but the cigarette 
companies won’t use it, because 
ifs the nicotine which gives t h e 
cigarette smoker a lift.’’ 
Dr. Ochsner, though long a resi­ 
dent of New Orleans, was born 
in South Dakota. He is watching 
a bill introduced in the South Da­ 
kota Legislature by Don Stransky, 
which would require a skull and 


crossbones to be stam ped on ev­ 
ery package of cigarettes sold in 
that state.

basement Thursday January 22nd. 
A very attentive audience 
of 
eighty farmers heard Curt March* j 
banks of Bragg City describe his I 
method of making a cotton crop 
"I don’t have a set patten; of 
making a cotton crop” Marchbanks 
said. 
“You 
have 
to 
sort of 
do according to the season and 
the weather. I used to bed and re­ 
bed my land but last year I just 
put fertilizer in the old middle and 
bedded on it I used two hundred 
pound, 
30-2(V-20 
and 
sixty 
to < 
eighty pounds of anhydrous am­ 
monia. 
I cross plowed part of my cot­ 
ton using a pull type cultivator 
with twelve inch sweeps. Thai put 
my hills on nineteen inch center 
My chopping 
cost on this was 
around two dollars per acre. 
“How come you didn’t cross 
plow all your cotton”, was a ques­ 
tion from the audience. “Didn’t 
think I had good enough stand was 
the reply.” 
There were quite a few other 
questions fired and answers fired 
right back. 
One 
of 
importande 
was “What was your lint yield last 
year?” “Seven hundred forty two 
pounds 
on 
home place 
around 
eighty acres.” Marchbanks used 
three varieties of cotton to fit hit 
land. On some wilt infested land. 
he used Coker I wilt. On two 
other areas Delfos 9189 and DPL 
IS were used. These seemed to be 
the best varieties to fit these two 
areas. Marchbanks aaid. 
Cotton 
Specialist, 
Joe 
Scott, 
used slides and charts to illustrate 
many facts he brought out about 
cotton production. 
In 1956 an experiment to 
find 
out value of bedding at Bragg 
City, a no-fertilizer plot on heavy 
clay soil bedded made twfo hun­ 
dred forty five pounds of lint oveT 
the flat planted. Where a starter 


fertilizer was used there was only 
eleven pounds difference but it 
was a dry year. A wet year mignt 
have made a bigger difference. A 
three year average at Sikeston on 
sandy soil showed two hundred 
thirty eight pounds of seed cotton 
per acre in favor of bedding. A 
low bed is desirable in all types 
of mechanized operations. 
Placement of fertilizer is 
very 
important in cotton production. On 
the Bragg City gumbo field a 50- 
50-50 fertilizer banded in the row 
made six hundred seventy pounds 
of lint compound to three hundred 
fifty pounds lint where fertilizer 
was broadcast and re-bedded. 
A 
three 
year 
average 
at 
Malden 
(sandy loam) showed six hundred 
seventy pounds and five hundred 
thirty pounds lint respectively us­ 
ing the same of test. 
Vetch is still a good soil 
im­ 
provement crop. A five year aver­ 
age from Sikeston field shows a 
gain of three hundred twenty lbs. 
of seed cotton due to Vetch being 
plowed under each year. 
Sixty 
degrees 
is 
needed for 
germination of cotton seed 
and 
seventy degrees is preferable. Soil 
temperatures for the past 
f i v e 
years were taken and recorded at 
Sikeston. 
Readings 
taken

inch deep were above sixty

grees fahrenheit after April 2 to 
around May I. The period May 1 
to 5th temperatures ran 
around 
sixty five degrees. After May 5th 
temperatures ranged upward near 
er seventy degrees.

the dairy and poultry business is 
•ow doing. 
Ii was said that the most effec­ 
tive way to head off his declin­ 
ing interest in pork is for farmers 
to produce m eat type hogs, that 
is those with a relatively 
high 
percentage of loan meat and less 
fat. Action to make changes 
in 
pork production methods in Mis­ 
souri was started some months 
ago by the Missouri Farm Bureau 
Federation in cooperation with the 
College of Agriculture. Help has 
come from Stockyards Companies. 
Chambers 
of 
Commerce, 
ami. 
bankers, all of whom were rep­ 
resented at the Sikeston meeting. 
It is expected that committees will 


be appointed in Mississippi 
and 
nearby counties in the near future. 
The Missouri College of Agricul­ 
ture has established a swine test­ 
ing station to begin the job 
of 
supplying breeders with breeding 
stock that can be expected to pro­ 
duce hogs of the desired type. A 
representative of packing compan­ 
ies told the Sikeston group that a 
larger supply of No. I grade hogs] 
will make it possible for packers 
to pay a larger premium for this 
class of hogs.
